Rfjutrts from S ’tcf i'ommitlrcs. 

Mr. PEYTON from select committee, reported a 
bill providing for a special term of the Franklin cir- 
cuit « ourt to commence «»n the 18th day of January, 
to hear and determiiH* tin* suit of Renjamin Hardin 
against thc'Jnd .Auditor, now pending in said court, 
and for a special term of the court of .\ppeals to 
commence the 'JoiIj day of January, to bear and de- 
termine any appeal that may be made in said case 
from tiie decisionof the circuit court. 

.Mr. HELM had hoped that this subject would 
have passed off witliout the ne<’essity of any re- 
marks from iiiiii. His delicate position, in conse- 
quence of the relation he sustained towanls one of 
the parties, would, under ordinarycircumstances, in- 
duce him to remain sih-nt. The pectiiiar facts of 
tliis rase. Iiowever, forbade it. AA'hat are these 
facts? The (Jovernor of Kentucky had created a 
vacancy in the office of Secretary of State, or had 
declared a vacancy to e.vist in that office, and ap- 
pointed au individual t(» fill it. The Secretarv' of 
State had c<ime here to appeal to the Judiciary, to 
sustain hi' rights; he had made that aj'peal — the case 
had been heard by the court, and the Judge, for rea.<- 
ons best know n to iiiin.self, had po.'tponcd a decision. 
Ti»e(iovernor, voluntarily, lias come into the Senate 
an<l spread a serie.« of charges against tlie conduct, 
and character of the S«*cretary upon the public re- 
cords. The Secretary has met and confronted these 
charges, and now. when the w hole proof has been 
heard by the committee, it is asked to transfer the 
ca.'C to the Judiciary again. In this controversy 
the truth or falsity of l ertaiii charges against the 
Sem*tary is involved, and yet we have an intimation 
of an opinion from the Judge, to whom the bill on j 
t!ie table refers this case, tliat it is not prujiet for 
iiiiii to go into an investigation of that matter. (.Mr. 
Helm here read an citract from the brief of .Mr. 
Hardin's counsel in the trial in the Franklin circuit 
court.) la w hat condition, tiien. doesthis place the 
Secretary of State! The Governor says that a va- 
cancy e.vists. and this is to be deemed conclusive, 
and no prcMif is to be lieanl. Mr. Ji.inppeuled to i 
the Senate, whether a citizen charged with high ' 
public trusts could be branded w itli dereliction of dii- 1 
ty, and there e.visted no tribunal with power to hear 1 
his defence. Will-the Judgeof the Franklin circuit | 
court, now o|>en the ca.'c lor proof! Does the hill ; 
]irovide for it! -And if he sliould be willing to do it, j 
the w itnes.ses, some of them residing at a consider- ' 
able diotancA*. have gone, and their prest'ijce again, ! 
could only be procured with great difficulty, if at 
all. .'All the facts are in possession of the commit- ^ 
tee; and shall the case in its present stage, and un- j 
der all these circumstances, be s«'nt back to the Ju- • 
diciary! This was not an entirely new ca.'c. Tlie 
(iovernor of Kentucky, had before this, a>r-um<*d tlie 
exercipK* of powers which did not belong to him, 
some 15 or 20 eu.s»*s could he found recorded in the 
public archives — all rememhered the rase of Rrnce 
and Fox. .Mr. H. nderred to the Illinois case, one 
verv similar to the present, in which the Senate had ' 
given an opinion, and the courts afterward.s quoted, ■ 
and relied on that opinion. In this case the (iovern- i 
or had declared, that a vacancy existed in the office i 
of Secretarv’ of State, and had communicated to the ( 
Senate the farts, upon which he predicated that de- 1 
claration. Would the Senators now throw off" the ] 
reaponsihility of an inquiry into the tnith of those 
facts! Besides. di»cs any Senator know, whether, 
Judge Brown is prepared to give a decision in this ' 
case. Has he been so communicativeas to disclose . 
to Senators or others, that he is willing and ready ' 
to do now, whathi.s CAiiivenience or inelination w ould 
not permit him to do at the last regular term of the 
court! If he is not disposed to do it now, can you 
compel him to give a decision! Can you compel the 
Judges of the court of appeals to come here and sit 
in this case? One of them passed through this 
place a few days since on his w ay to the South, and 
another resides at a distance, and yet the bill pro- j 
vides lor the sitting of the court on the 25th inst. — j 
The (iovernor has brought the case before the Sen- , 
ate; it has l>een met by the S«*cretar}' before the Sen- 
ate, and shall he now be thrown back to the court, ; 
to await its dilatory proci'edings. An early settle- : 
ment of the question is important. The const itu- ; 
tion makes it the duty of the Secretarv to attest all | 
official acts of the Governor, and no legislation can 
be full and complete, without this attestation. Mr. | 



II. appealed to Senators to come up and decide the 
question. It was ready for their decision, and the 
best way to quiet any dissension and restore perfect 
harmony, was to decide the question at once. If 
it should he against the Secretary, he would be the 
man he ever hud been, and go home satisfied that 
Senators, acting under a high sense of duty, had con- 
scientiously (li.scliarged their obligations to the con- 
stitution and the country. Rut to be tos.sed to and 
tro ill the manlier attempted, w.as trilling with his 
leeliiigs and hi.s riglits. AA'lience did the Parthian 
dart hurled at him emanate! The how was strung 
by the Executive power, and the fatal arrow aim- 
ed by one, w ho slmuld liave been the last to have 
lilted his hand to ^end lioiiie the deadly missile. — 
AA ell might the Secretary e.xclaim, “c/ Ui lirvte." A ' 
great battle w as to be tbuglit, and Aja.x wa.s sum- 
luoued to the field. Like true kniglits, lie and bis 
friends had buckled on their armor, and entered the 
lists. .And now what do we see! He who strove 
in the front of the battle, and acted so conspicuous 
and important a part in acliitwiiig tin; victory, is 
bronglit here loaded with charges of misconduct, 
while the little ones who were never seen or heard 
ol in the fight, are now the favorites of the pow ers 
that be — they now come in. ravenous and hungry to 
feed u|»on the ean ass of tlie dead lion. 

Mr. i'EA'TON had heard with astonisbiiicnt, the 
speech of the Senator from Hardin. 'I’hat Senator 
bad not. ns he usually does, met the question fairly 
and boldly. If be had read the provisions of tlit‘ j 
bill, it would have prevented the necessity of his 
speech. 'I’lie bill did not jirovide for a change of 
the question from the Senate to the Judiciary, and 
it was unfair, by u course of argument to fix such 
ail impression on the minds of Senators. Ho agreed 
with tlie Senator from Hardin as to the necessi- i 
ty of a spi'edy settlement of this question; but they ' 
difr**red very materially as to tiie manner of that , 
settliMiient. The Senate could not settle it. They ■ 
may declare tliat the Governor lias usurped a pow er , 
w liich the ( 'oiistitiitioii does not clothe him w ith, but ; 
it w ill be a mere idle, empty expression of opinion, j 
wiiich can have no obligatory force. 'I’lie result of j 
it may be an iiiipeacliment of the Governor, and then ' 
in what an attitude would the Senate be placed, liav- ! 
ing prejudged the case w ithout the forms |)rescribed j 
by tlie (’oiistitutioii ! .No action of the Senate could 
rc-store Air. Hardin to the olFice ot Secretary of 
State. Notiling that the Senate niiglit or could do, 
would conclude the rights of either the Governor or 
Secretary. 'I’lie hill provides for a reference of the 
question to tlie only tribunal which can constitu- 
tionally settle it, and give a final decision w liicli 
shall hind the parties. It does not. however, pre- ! 
dude the investigation ponding in the Senate. Air. 
P. would not go into a discussion of the merits of the 
case, involving tiie constitutional powerof the Gov- 
ernor. He desired a sjtecdy settlement of tiiis w hole 
question, and thought tliat it could only he obtained 
in the mode pointed out in the lull iiiuler considera- 
tion. The Senate might decide the question, hut | 
had no pow er to enforce its decision. It could only 
express an opinion, and the (iovernor might conform 
to it or not, at bis discretion. He would tliroiv no 
tdistade in the way of the progress of tlie investi- 
gation going on before the eommittee. Let it pro- 
ceed. but let not Senators dodge the cpiestion pre- 
sented in tlie billbelore tlie Senate, and attempt to 
excite and array prejudices, by reference to that in- 
vestigation. 

Air. RUTLER — The bill under consideration pre- 
sented a novel and extraordinary proposition. There 
were, perhaps. 150 or 200 caii.ses on the docket of 
tlie Franklin t'ircuit Court, and among them a rule 
against the 2d .Auditor, on the ap|»lication of Renj. 
Hardin, to siiow cause w liy a peremptory mandamus 
siioubi not issue against liiiii, directing him to issue 
u warrant for the payment of the said Hardin's sala- 
ry as Secretary of State — a private question be- 
tween Mr. Hardin and the 2d .Auditor, touching the 
emolnmeiits of an office. The court, at its last 
term, lor rea.soiis best known to itself, had failed to 
render an opinion in this case. .And now, from 
amid all the causes involving private rights pending 
in that court, witlioiit petition from either party, 
and against the coii.sent of at least one of the par- 
ties, the Senate proposes to select from the calen- 
dar, one of the.'C cau.ses, and call a special term of 
the court to decide it, and a special term of the Court 
of .Appeals to hear and determine any ajipeal that 
may be taken. 'I’his is iiuleeil a novel and unpre- 
cedented proceeiling. If he had a private suit |iend- 
iiig ill tiiat court, and the Senator projiosed to force 
him into a trial of it w ithoiit his consent, he should 
deem it a law le.'.' iiiteriereiice w ith his rights as a 
citizen. 'J’lie Legislature had no riirlit to jiass any 
such bill. 'I'lie manner too, in w bicli it was to be 
arliieved, was as extraordinary as the proposition 
itself. In six days tlie trial was to commence. How 
were the parties to be notified! It would take 
three day.s to pass tlie hill in tlie Seiiati* — three 
more nt lea.-^t in the House of Representatives, lor a 
larger luxly could not <■xpectl•d to move more rap- j 
idly than a smalliT one — it must then go to the Gov- 
ernor for his signature — and thus the whole period 
is consumed: the court must he convened imtinlrr, 
and the partii's mu.st he present at the mniiient or ' 
forfeit their rights. AA'as ev^r such a thing heard 
of! Rut the Legislature cannot compel the court, 
by a mandate, to give a decision in the case. 

Air. FEVTON here interrupted Air. Butler, to 
make an explanation. He did not say the liOgisla- 
ture could by a mamlnte, direct the court to convene 
and give a decision in tlie case. The bill before 
them, w ben it should have passed through its sever- 
al stages, would be a /aic, and not a mandate. 

Air. BUTLER understood the force of the Ian- ' 
guago he used. He was addressing the Senate and | 
not a court of law, and was not bound to a techni- I 
cal sense of the terms he might employ. lleiLsed 
the term mandate in its vulgar signification and as 
such, it w as applicable to the liill under considera- j 
tion. It ocf/cm/ the Judge of the Franklin (’ircuit 
Court and the Judg»*s of the Court of .Appeals to 
hold >peciai terms of their respective courts at times 
designated in the hill for the trial and decision of this 
particular ca.se. 1 1 was not merely /Mrmissive — that 
would leave it to their discretion — it was mandatory. 

He repeated, the Senate could not, by its mandate, 
compel the Jmlge of the Franklin Circuit Court to 
deride the case. But suppose be is willing to do so. 
The bill then directs the Court o< .Appeals to con- 
vene within one week from the commencement of 
the se.ssion of the Circuit Court. One of the judges 
of that court has left the State, and you compel the 
parties to .submit the case to the remaining tw o ; one 
of w hoin may have made up an opinion against one 
of the parties, and the other may be in doubt upon 
the question. One ofthe two judges, however, now 
in the State, resides at a distance of 150 or 200 miles 
from the capital, and it would he impossible to write 
for, and get him here within a reasonable time. But 
the object ofthe mover of the hill is a speedy settle- 
ment ofthe question. If the (’ircuit Judge decides 
against the .Auditor, he may submit ; but the claim- 
ant has shown no disposition to submit to what he 
considers an aggression upon his rights. If it be 
then decided against him, this Senate cannot compel 
him to ap|)eal before the time now allowed him by 
law expires. .Any such legislation would be partial 
and corrupt, and it would be a sacrifice of his rights, 
which the I^*gislaturehas no power to make. The 
proposed law would, therefore, have the same char- 
acter ascribed by the Senator from Breckenridge, to 
the action of the Senate — it would be a barren and 
fruitless act. He was happy to hear the declaration 
of that Senator, that this proposition was not intend- 



ed to arre.st the pending investigation in the Senate. 
The questions had been properly presented there, and 
the Senate had no right to shuffle them off. The 
decision of tlie Senate would be no farce, no empty 
pageant, as had heen represented — it would be pro- 
ductive of good fruits. The Senate cannot restore 
Air. Hardin, but it can advise and consent to the 
nomination sent in by the Governor, or it can refuse 
so to advise and consent. Upon this question, the 
Senate is hound to act, and its decision w ill be final, 
riie Governor cannot appoint public officers, be can 
only recommend suitable persons to the Seiiat i . 
and its eoncurreiice is m*eessury to the ajipoinfinenl; 
On the other lieinl, the Senate cannot pass laws — 
they ran only suggest liiem, and the Governor’s con- 
sent is necessary to their consummation. He has 
the same power over the arts of the Legislature that 
the Siniate lias over his noniiiiatinns. The decision 
of the Senate tlieii will not be an idle ceremony. He 
would not go into a disrnssinn of the constitutional 
question. He would accord to the venerable incum- 
bent of the Executive office the most perfect integ- 
rity and imiiiipeuclitible patriotism ; ami w as sorry 
that any allusion had heen made to a probable iiii- 
peaeliment. .No such thought, be was sure, had 
entered info the breast of any Senator. He might 
differ with him upon a great constitutional question, 
hut he would not impugn his motives. He would 
ro(|uire fur stronger testimony to make him believe 
that the (iovernor was artnatt‘d by improper or cor- 
rupt motives, than tocliange his opinion upon a con- 
stitutional (piestion of power elainied by tlie E.xecu- 
tite. Of the integrity and patriotism ami public 
spirit of the venerafile ('hief -Magistrate, he had a 
definite opinion, Ibiimled upon an acquaintance of 
long staniling ; and from his experience and capaci- 
ty as u jurist, he woiib! difler with him upon any con- 
stitutional question w ith a wholesome di.-itrust of his 
own ability. But whatever opinions he might form, 
would he made up after calm reflection and mature 
deliberation, and he would then pronounce them 
boldly and fearlessly, there and el.^ewhere. 

Air. RO'YDliad at first doubted, but further reflec- 
tion had convinced him ofthe expediency and pro- 
|>riety of passing the hill under consideration. AVho 
arc the parties! The iiiti-rest of the immediate par- 
ties to this eontroversy was comparatively small. 
They hold public otflees, for the heiiefit not of them- 
selves, Imt the ( 'oinniomvealth, and the (’ommon- 
wealth. represented here by the Senate, has a right 
to iiitorlere. and see that lier rights are fairly dispo- 
sed of. The proof is now clostul in the courts, and 
the case ready for decision : ami the parties could 
not be prejudiceil by a reference of the case, as pro- 
posed. There are three great departments of the 
government — executive, legislative, and judicial. It 
is the business of the Judiciary to apply the remedies 
which tlie Legislature has provided for the redress of 
grievances complained of. The Senate ha.s no right 
to apply tliem. Air. Hardin was an accomplished 
jurist, and ho had sought the proper tribunal. Let 
that tribunal decide the question. If it decides in 
his favor, nothing less than a successful im|>encli- 
mont can deprive him of the rights or emoluments 
ofthe office, even though the Senate should confirm 
tlie noiiiiiiation of Air. Kiiikead, as Secretary of 
State. The decisions of the courts are above and 
lieyond the control of tlie Legislature. That ques- 
tion had heen fought and decided in tliis State years 
gone by, in the memorable old and new court strug- 
gle. He stood perfectly imliirercnt as between the 
parties here, ami he should discharge liis duty as a 
Senator, without fear, favor or afl’ection. 

.Air. DARKER C. HARDIN asked the indul- 
gence of tlie Senate for a few minutes. He stood 
in a peculiar relation to one of the parties concern- 
ed, and it might he thought by some that be had too 
mncli feeling in the matter to discharge his duty as 
a Senator. He could not, however, occupying the 
position he did, siifTer the occasion to pass, without 
some remarks. He coiieurreil with the Senator from 
Jefl’erson, that this was a most extraordinary and 
novel jirocceding. AA’hat was it! .Attempting to 
force a citizen, by an act of the Legislature, into a 
hurried trial of a private suit in a court of law. It 
cannot ho done. It is emphatically a cause between 
Benj. Hardin and Thos. S. Page. The Senator 
from Flemi ng cannot believe that Air. H. would be 
hound by this law to proceed with his suit, and that 
he could not dismiss it if he chose to do so. Have 
Senators any intimation from the Judge of the 
Franklin Circuit Court, that he is ready now to de- 
cide this qiie.stion? The character of that gentle- 
man forbids the idea that he has given any such in- 
timation to Senator or private citizen. 'I'he Senate 
cannot force him to decide it. Will the Court 
of .'Appeals obey this mandate! Tlie bill will amount 
to nothing at last. In order that full and perfect 
justice may be done, this question, whenever and 
w lierever it may be decided, should present all the 
facts of the rase. Tlie Circuit Judge has intima- 
ted, that he w ill not inquire into the truth of the 
charges brought against the Secretary of State. 
The Senate certainly has this risrlit, and should not 
be deterred from exercising it. The Executive forc- 
ed Air. Hardin here. The (iovernor's message, con- 
taining charges against the rharacter of Air. Har- 
din, has gone abroad on the w ings of the wind, and 
yet the Secretary is not to be heard in his de- 
fence. Air. II. would not deny this privilege to the 
meanest and poorest individual on earth. If those 
charges are true, he deserves to he censured — if they 
are false, the people have a rigiit to know it, and he 
has a right to rinim.a hearing from the Senate to 
remove the impressions made in the community. He 
would not say that the Senator from Breckinridge 
wished to deter Senators from proceeding w ith the 
investigation, as he had disclaimed it; hut such was 
the evident tendency of his remarks. He had said 
the Semite in acting now would prejudge the ease, 
in the event of a subsequent impeachment of the 
Governor. There is not, so far as he knew' or be- 
lieved, any disposition or intention to present arti- 
cles of impeachment against the Governor. The 
Senate’s decision tlien, will have no such effect. — 
Whatever it may lie, the Secretary will submit. He 
only desires an oppDrtufiity for defence, and a fair 
ami impartial hearing. This he has the right to de- 
mand, and with the result, he it as it may, he will 
he satisfied. The Senator from Breckinridge .says 
the courts alone can give a final decision in the ca.se. 
'riiis amounts to a declaration made in this chamber 
a few evenings since, that let the Senate decide 
as it may, the Governor will not abide by it unless it 
suits him. 

.Mr. I’EA’TON rose to make an explanation. He 
had not said that the Governor would not submit — 
he had not seen or conversed with the Governor on 
the subject, and had no intimations ofhis intentions. 

Air. H.ARDIN had not represented tliat the Sena- 
tor from Breckinridge had said that the Governor 
would not submit to the decision of the Senate, hut 
had said, and would repeat, tliat his argument led to 
it ; and taken in connection with a declaration in 
this chamber, a few evening’s since, was conclusive 
with him as to the intention of the Governor. But i 
whatever that intention may be, the apprehension j 
of it should have no efl’ect here, and now. The sum 
ofthe whole matter is, that the Senate cannot force 
Air. Hardin or Air. Page into trial — it cannot force 
the Judge of the Franklin Circuit ('ourt, or the Judg- 
es of the Court of .Appeals to decide the case. The 
bill, therefore is useless. I^et the Senate decide the 
question, and to its decision the Secretarj’ and his 
friends will cheerfully submit. 

Mr. HEL.M did not wish Mr. Hardin to be placed 
in an attitude of seeming to hold on to an ottice. — 
When the bill was introduced, he apprehended that 



its object and the design of the mover was to suspend 
the investigation in the Senate. They wanted the 
opinion of the Senate. If it should be against Mr. 
Hardin, he would submit. Air. Hardin did not wish 
to stickle tor a contemptible office. If he could be 
piinislied in any other way than by dishonor, for ac- 
cepting it. he ought to he. Lay this bill on the talile, 
and it afterwards difficulties should occur in the final 
settlement ol the question, he would be willing for a 
submission of tiie case to the General Court. Air. 
Hardin did not desire to disturb the harmony of le- 
gislation, but he did want, and it is all he asks, to be 
heard in bis defence. 

Air. HELAI moved to lay the bill on the table, and 
upon this motion the yeas and nays being called, 
were as follows, viz:

On motion of .Air. J. SPEED SAHTH, .Air. Ale- 
Nary was added to the committee on Internal Im- 
provement. 

The SPE.AKER laid before the Senate commu- 1 
nications trom the Governor, making nominations 
as follows: 

Sundry officers in the militia; approved. 

E. C. Phister, as Alayor of Alaysville; approved. 

Geo. E. Chadwicke, Sherilf of Lawrence county; 
approved. 

.A resolution was passed inforiiiing the H. R. that 
the Senate would be ready on to-morrow at 1 1 o’- 
clock, to receive the articles of impeachment in the 
case of John .A. Duff’, Surveyor of Perry county. 

On motion the Senate adjourned. 

HOUSE OF REPRESENT.ATIA'ES. 

Prayer by the Rev. .Mr. \V',iterm.\x. 

The journal of yesterday was read by the Clerk. 

In the report ofthe eviuiiiig session of yesterdav, 
the following was omitted: 

The select eommittee, to wliorn was referred the 
prosecution ofthe impeachment of John A. Dutf, 
Surveyor of Perry county, presented to the House a 
list of the charges preferred against him; ami were 
instructed by a resolution of the House, to lay them 
before the Senate for trial, and to conduct the prose- 
cution before that body. 

Petitions were presented by Alessrs. Owens. Hag- 
gard, Alct.’allister, A’ming, Hay, Graves, Rowmar, 
Dickerson, Crockett, Covington, Poor, Board, Soen,-, 
Aloore, White and Steele, which were appropriate- 
ly referred. 

A message was received from the Senate, an- 
nouncing the passage of sumlry bills, amendments, 
and resolutions. 

The (fliairman of the Committee on Enrollments 
reported the enrollment of sundry bills, which there- 
upon received the signature of the Speaker. 

The House then went into committee of the whole. 
Air. AIcHENRA’ in the chair, on the hill for the re- 
moval of the (’ounty Seat of Alason county. 

Mr. BE.ATTA’ continued in opposition to the pro- 
posed removal. .After reviewing his argument made 
on ye.sterday, he alluded to the pledges of the can- 
didates for the Legislature during the last canva-ss. 
They did not concede that a bare majority in the 
county should be permitted to change the (’ounty 
Seat. The friends of Wasliingtoii always contend- 
ed that it was a matter for the I»egislature to decide 
what majority was competent to remove a (’ounty 
Seat. He tlien came to what he considered one of 
the most important questions involved in this con- 
troversy. It was, what was the number of legal 
voters in the county at the time the vote was taken! 
Two numbers are insisted on by the parties; 3,044 
and 2,811. Ho contended that the former number 
was the true one. The items which make up this 
number were named. The Sheriff had not perform- 
ed bis whole duty in returning the number of voters 
ill the county. He had performed all that was for 
the benefit of Alaysville, and neglected that which 
was in favor of Washington. It was evident, there- 
fore, that 3,044 was the true number of voters in 
the county. This being the number, Alaysville has 
received but a majority of one. 

The next question was, whether the Commission- 
er’s books should be prima facie evidence to the 
Sheriff in making bis report. If it was, then Alays- 
ville had received a majority of but one. He con- 
tended that this was the case, and established it by 
an examination of the act authorising the vote to 
be taken. It was a serious question, whether the vote 
as it was taken, was fair and legal. Several cases 
were cited where illegal votes were given. These 
were not proven before the committee. No time 
was allowed to make such proof, or to give the no- 
tice necessary to those concerned. The select com- 
mittee decided that it had no power to determine 
the legality ofthe votes given. 

Air. B. urged that there was not a majority of the 
substantial, tax paying population of the county vo- 
ting in favor of Alaysville. If it is contended on 
the other side, that there were illegal votes cast in 
favor of Washington, it only proves that the diH>r 
should not be shut down upon all investigation, but 
that it should he invited and encouragc'd. 

He invited the attention of the Committee to 
some statistics of the county, and of the votes cast 
upon this question. La^avingout the precinct of Alays- 
ville and the vote of AV'ashington, and the vote of the 
remainder of the county stands, for Alaysville, 842, 
ami for Washington, 1 184. Throw outall the votes 
of the city of Alaysville, and the town of Washing- 
ton, and there remains a majority in favor of AVash- 
ington of 280 or 270. The injury which would re- 
sult to Washington, proportionate to the advantage 
gained to Alaysville by the change proposed, was 
urged upon the committee, and the absolute right of 
majorities to rule in all cases questioned. The con- 
sequences were detailed, which would result from 
the change. .A new county would be demanded by 
tho.se living in the remote parts ofthe county. Oth- 
er towns upon the river, this precedent being estab- 
lished, would demand a like change in their respect- 
ive counties, and applications for the removal of 
county seats, and the division of counties would be- 
come extremely numerous. Mr. B. concluded by 
giving a summary of bis arguments, and returning 
thanks for the courtesy of the Hou.se. 

Mr. W.ALLER followed in favor of the change to 
Alaysville. It would be supposed from what had 
been said, that Alaysville relied alone upon the de- 
cision of numbers. .Although they had that in their 
favor, yet he was not afraid to meet the question up- 
on what the gentleman was pleased to call its merits. 
The gentleman hud said that he stoisl here, the rep- 
resentative of twelve hundred of the people of Ala- 
son, and of the widows of Washington. It was a 
delicate question. It was one which appealed to 
the sympathies of the House. No one was more 
affected by such appeals than him.self; but he believ- 
ed in the present in.stance sympathy would yield to 
facts. The widows whoowned real estate in Wash- 
ington, owned only residences. They had purchas- 
ed them at greatly reduced prices— they did not de- 
pend at all upon hoarding for a living, and could not 
at all be affected by a change in the location of the 
county seat. 

Maysvillc was a growing, flourishing place — it was 
the depot for the produce of the country, and its 
commercial mart — it had threeof the best construct- 
ed turnpikes in the State centering in it — and was 



the only proper place in the county for a county seat. 
The interests of the city were not separate from 
those of the county; but they were one and indivisi- 
ble. 

It was the interest of litigants, witnesses and jurors 
to settle their litigation in the same place where 
they transact their business. It was the case now 
that they visited Maysville to transact their business 
while they were at court at Washington. He had 
hoped that no foreign matters would be involved in 
this controversy. Rut he was disappointed. The 
alarm which his op()onents had attempted to excite 
: on the danger of a division of counties, was a ri- 
diculous idea. It had no e.xistence in fact in any 
part of the county. 

j The first public, movement made in Ala-son county 
I concerning a change in the county .seat, was made 
in Washington. 'I’hey proposed to submit the mat- 
ter to the vote i>f the people. 

The preamble to the act of last winter, proves 
I that the matter was to be decided by a majority of 
I votes and petitioners in the county, 
j A certificate signed by several members of the 
: last Legislature, proves that this w as their under- 
j standing of the act. That result has been achiev- 
1 ed, and a clear majority given for Alaysville. It w as 
j declared by bis opponent in the caiiva.ss ofthe coun- 
■ ty, that a majority — even of one — should decide the 
j question. 

j Air. \V. next spoke of the number of voters rlaim- 
; ed by the friends of AVashington as being in the 
j county. The e.stimate w as too large. It w aslarg- 
[ er than the numbtT stated some time ago in the me- 
morial of the gentlemen themselves. But he was 
w illiiig to take the sheritf’s report as it was, or as it 
ought to have heen— or not at all — in either rase 
Alaysville would have a majority. (Here an alarm 
of fire being raided in the hall,) Mr. Waller gave 
way to a motion of adjournment. The committee 
having obtained leave to sit again, the House ad- 
journed.

Fire. — The building set apart for the use of the 
•servants at the Weisiger House, took fire on yes- 
terday, about 2 o’clock, and was partially destroyed. 

It is rumored in Washington, that the Frigate 
Conifrtss, has been lost in the Pacific Ocean and all 
on board of her. The rumor is not generally cred- 
ited. 

The refusal by the Hou^e of Representatives to 
tax tea and cotfee by a vote of more than two- thirds, 
is a virtual declaration that they have no confidence 
in Air. Secretary Walker, or his mc.*isures, and in 
truth, have very little in the President.

LATi: A: I.>IPOKT.%.\T FKOM TIIK OF W AR! 

From tbf »w Orleans Hicayunr of the r«l iust. 

By the arrival, at a late hour last night, of the 
U. S. .steamer Edith, (.’apt. ( 'ouillard. we have three 
days’ later dates from Brazos Santiago. She left 
Brazos on the 30th iilt., and brings confirmation of 
the reported advance of Santa .Anna with a large 
force, upon Saltillo. It was repi>rted that the Alex- 
icaii army was nearly 30,000 strong. 

A\ hen Gen. \\ orth’s express reached Alonterry, 
Gen. Taylor had only gone six or eight miles on his 
march to A ictoria, and the troops under Generals 
Tw iggs and (.iuilman were but tw elve miles in ad- 
vance. Orders were iiiiinediutely issued to this di- 
vision to retrace its steps and proceed at once to Sal- 
tillo. 

Gen. Butler, who was in command of Alonterey 
had already marched, w ith all the troops he could 
collect to join Gen. Worth at Saltillo. 

Before the express reached (’amargo, (ien. I^ine 
had started for Saltillo, with his command; this was 
on the 20th. (ien. Alarshall .set out next morning 
taking w ith him the remaimlerof the forces, w ith 
the exception of L'apts. Hunlt'r and Swartwout’s 
commands, which were left to protect the point. 
The tnmps from (’rtmargo were on forced march, to 
reach Saltillo in time for battle, reports having pre- 
vailed for several days before positive advices were 
received, of the movements of Santa .Anna. 

(ien. Wool was ninety miles from Saltillo, at the 
last advices from him, ami it was suppos**d he would 
join (ienerul Worth in season to assist in repelling 
the enemy. 

There was a rumor that Santa Anna had thrown 
a body of 17,000 men between (ien. Worth and 
(ien. Taylor, to prevent a junction of the .American 
forces. This report was not credited, nor does it 
seem probable that it is true, as the main road to 
Alonterey pa.s.ses through Saltillo. Their is a circu- 
itous mountain road which avoids Saltillo, but it is 
not favorable to the march of an army, and is im- 
practicable for ordnance. 

It was the impression of gentlemen who came 
passengers in the Edith, and with w hom we have 
conversed that a battle was fought about the 25th 
ult. It was thought, however, that Gen. Tavlor 
had reached Saltillo helbre that time, and also Gen. 

I Tw iggs’s, Gen. (Quitman’s, Gen. Butler’s and (Jen. 
j Wool’s commands. It was likewise hoped that the 
1 troops from (’amurgo would also arrive at Saltillo, 
i in g<K»d season. If these expectations were realiz- 
eil, Gen. Taylor had about seven thousand men to 
' oppose to Santa .Anna. Our informant thinks that 
Santa Anna’s army was overrated; but no positive 
I know lodge was had of his e.xact numbers. 

• The whole valley ofthe Rio Grande was in a state 
j of great ferment. Apprehensions of an attack were 
'■ entertained at ( 'amargo, AIatamora.s,and other points, 
j from the rflncAcro.t under Canales. The withdrawal 
! of so many tns*ps from the river left the valley ex- 
I posed to danger. At Matamoras, Col. Clarke had 
I called upon the citizens to enroll themselvt*« for 
' service, and at the Brazos Gen. Jes.sup had done the 
same thing. Both these ptiints were sadly deficient 
; in both men and arms. It was thought that Canales 
had 2UOO men under him, and that the large supply of 
' goods at Alatamoras, and the exposed condition of 
the city, might quicken his courage. 

Gen. Scott arrived at the Brazos on the 28th ult. 
The following tlay he proceeiled to the mouth of the 
Rio Grande, and was yet at that point when the 
, Edith left, w aiting the arrival of the horses belong- 
’ ing to the regiment of mounted ritlemen, when it 
, was understood he would proceed immediately up 
1 the river to Camargo. 

I A letter from a gentleman at Tampico dated Dec. 
23, 1846, addre.ssed to a friend in New Orleans 
says : 

That the Alexican Congress have decided that the 
j war shall not cease, nor will they receive commis- 
sioners to treat for peace until every hostile foot 
, has left the soil of Alexicu and every ship that lines 
the roast is withdrawn. They have further resolv- 
ed that they will accept of no foreign intervention 
uhatever, to bring about a peace.
